There is an interval of n few months 


in the life of yonug feeding cattle im- 
mediately following the failure of pas- 
ture in the fall when they are likely 
not to do well. In a good many cases 
this is-probably due to tlie fact thm 
tiiey do not take readily to the dry 
winter feeds and are often nosed-away 
from the feeding racks and troughs if 
fed with older animals. Where possi- 
ble cattle of thin age should be Isept by 
themselves and should be fed with ref 
erence to prevent this retarding of their 
growth referred to above.

There is an interval of n few months 


in the life of yonug feeding cattle im- 
mediately following the failure of pas- 
ture in the fall when they are likely 
not to do well. In a good many cases 
this is-probably due to tlie fact thm 
tiiey do not take readily to the dry 
winter feeds and are often nosed-away 
from the feeding racks and troughs if 
fed with older animals.
